High Price Of 
Insects 


The year 1958 looms. 
Wall Street Journal, as 
for crop dusters. The attack is already un­ 
der way against the cotton webworms in 
Missouri and the South, the fire ant in the 
South and the grasshopper infestation in the 
Midwest. 
The National .Av iation Trades .Association 
is predicting that a record $107 million uill 
be expended this year 
for the treatment of ap­ 
proximately 60 million 
acres of land, an acre­ 
age gain of 11 per cent 
ov er last year. The U.S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture is expected to spend some $2.6 
million this year fighting insect infestations. 
Fortunately for Nebraska, the grasshop­ 
per attack here v yill not be as great as 
prev iously expected. Lancaster County Ex­ 
tension Agent Cyril Bish reports that it is 
a job ev en finding the hoppers in this part 
of the state. 
Some areas of the state, of course, are 
still facing a substantial grasshopper men­ 
ace. Conditions are ev en sev ere in the area 
south of the Republican Riv er from Frank­ 
lin to Dundy Counties. A heav y infestation 
is reported in the Ord area as well as in 
the Panhandle of Nebraska. 
Except for pastures, alfalfa and the edges 
of corn fields, spraying now will hav e to 
be done by airplane. The situation shows 
again the oddities of nature and the uncer­ 
tainty of farming. \¥ hile rain has been 
a blessing in some respects, it has been a 
handicap in others. 
★ 
Among other things, the wet weather has 
kept farmers out of the fields for spraying. 
On the other hand, it has helped check 
the hatching of grasshoppers. And while the 
hoppers came this year in heav y numbers, 
there has been the dev elopment, also, of an 
insect fungus which kills the pests but is 
harmless to corn. 


But with all the things that play upon 
the life and endeav ors of the farmer, it is 
a wonder he is not in a constant stale of 
confusion. If hog prices are good, chances 
are that he has had bad luck with diseased 
animals and will not get in on this small 
bonanza. 
★ 
While rain is essential, it cuts the quality 
of wheat and makes the care of corn most 
difficult. If, despite all adv ersity, produc­ 
tion is good, then prices generally fall and 
the net profit is still small. W’e wonder 
what would be the attitude of many people 
if they faced such constant turmoil. 
The farmer, of course, has grown up un­ 
der such conditions and doesn’t let them 
get the best of him. 
If he figures out his 
hourly rate of pay according to net earn­ 
ings, he may be somewhat discouraged 
but he is satisfied that he has at least sur­ 
v iv ed and can face another 
round 
next 
year. 
Farm adv ersity, of course, has a definite 
place in the scheme of things today as 
shown by the spraying 
business. A number of 
chemical companies do 
big business in insecti­ 
cides, herbicides a n d 
fungicides. Their v olume for all purposes 
this year is expected to reach sales total­ 
ing $450 million. With the growth of the 
larger sized farm units, aerial spraying is 
becoming more and more an integral part 
of agriculture. Ground .spraying has giv en 
way to the aerial method in many cases 
regardless of the antics of the weather. 
in addition to

business, 
there is the liv ing made by the operators 
of the airplanes and the planes for spray­ 
ing being made and sold by aircraft com­ 
panies. All of this is just another part of

Blow To Conservation 
f 
The past 50 years hav e seen this state 
and the nation make tremendous progress in 
the conserv ation of natural resources. There 
are few men who hav e more activ ely and 
effectiv ely assisted in this progress than the 
late Dr. George Condra who died Thursday 
in California. 
Dr. Condra knew the state of Nebraska 
and its resources as the av erage man might 
know the home in which he liv es. His career 
as a geologist and conserv ationist began 
before the turn of the last century. His re­ 
spect for soil and water and other resources 
grew with the years and his knowledge of 
those assets he worked to spread throughout 
the land. 
, 
For 60 years he was associated with the 
Univ ersity of Nebraska and established or 


worked to promote many of the conserv a­ 
tion surv ey and practices programs now 
in existence. He trav eled widely to spread 
the doctrine of conserv ation and early in 
his career saw' the wisdom of water as a 
tool for power and irrigation. 
Dr. Condra was as well known nationally 
as he has been in his own state of Nebraska. 
There is hardly an area of natural resources 
dev elopment in which he has not made some 
contribution. 
His tireless efforts at 
his 
work hav e left us deeply in his debt. As we 
enjoy the fruits of sound soil and water 
practices, we will rem ember the founda­ 
tion that has been laid for us by Dr. Condra. 
He was a friendly and dedicated man who 
nev er ceased in his labors for humanity. 
City^s Crime Down 


The annual report of the Police Depart­ 
ment for the year 1957 is encouraging from 
two points of v iew. It shows a decrease in 
the crime rate and it shows alert and ef­ 
ficient law-enforcement work. 
On the first point, total cases inv estigated 
during 1957 fell to 2,282 as compared to 
2,593 the preceding year. Juv enile cases 
dropped from 1,649 in 1956 to 1,242 in 1957. 
This, perhaps, is the most encouraging part 
of the report. It is in the juv enile crime 
rale that the reports for future years can 
be seen. 
While the total number of such cases 
is still alarming and leav es much work yet 
to be done, it does show that improv ement 
is being made. What this can be attributed 
to is difficult to say but it no doubt stems 
from a v ariety of things which, in turn, 
can be attributed to a growing awareness 


of the problem. It is only through a greater 
awareness of conditions that the problem 
of crime among young people will be held 
in check. 
Other parts of the report are ev idence 
of the fact that the Lincoln Police Depart­ 
ment has done a v ery creditable job in carry­ 
ing out its reponsibilities during 1957. The

It was thirteen years ago this week, .Au­ 
gust 6 to be exact, that the U.S. .Air Force

That was N ebraska Coach Bill Jen n in gs’ com m en t on 
the suggestion by T erry Bren n an of Notre Dam e for a 
n ation -wid e letter of in ten t. 
B ren n an said the n ation ally en forced 
letter would “ m ake high school boy s be­ 
come m ore m en of their w ord .” 
“ Now,” Bren n an con tin ued , “ a high 
school star agrees to go to on e college, 
but 3, 4 or 5 other schools then approach 
him an d the boy gets so con fused he 
d oesn ’t kn ow where he fin ally wan ts to 
go.” 
Jen n in gs, who used the “ w e” to m ean 
all coaches, an d n ot just the Husker staff, 
agrees. 
“ E very on e of us tries to chan ge his 
min d . We m ust assum e our share of respon sibility .’ 
Jen n in gs believes that a n ation al letter-of-in ten t rule 
is the on ly way it can be effective. Curren tly , just two or 
3 con feren ces have the rule, an d it d oes n ot apply to other 
con feren ces or to in d epen d en ts. 
Un d er the con feren ce 
letter-of-in ten t. the high school grad uate sign s a letter 
statin g his in ten tion of atten d in g a school, an d other schools 
in the con feren ce are then supposed to keep han d s off the 
boy . 
The Big Eight has the rule un d er con sid eration . 
B ren n an suggests that, un d er the n ation al rule, viola­ 
tion m ight brin g a on e or two y ear period of in eligibility 
to the athlete. The letter would be in 
triplicate, a copy for the boy . an other for 
the school, an d on e for the n ation al bod y , 
probably the NCAA. 
“ I d on ’t thin k y ou can put all (he blame 
on the high school boy s,” said Jen n in gs. 
“ We put on con stan t pressure to chan ge 
their 
min d . 
n ation al 
letter-of-in ten t 
might elim in ate some thin gs n ot thought 
to be cqiistruetive to college football. It 
would help, but n ot solve the problem .” 
Jen n in gs fully realizes that the blame 
for college recruitin g woes m ust be placed , 
first, upon the coaches themselves. T h at’s because they 
are the on es who are, supposed ly , respon sible for it. 
Obviously , of course, the blam e for high school boy s 
jum pin g from on e school to an other, the blame for ex­ 
cessive scholarships, over-zealous recruitin g method s, an d 
the stigm a which has been attached to college football be­ 
cause of these woes, goes bey on d the coaches. 
N aturally , N ebraskan s wan t a win n er at the Un iversity . 
Also, quite n aturally , Jen n in gs wan ts a win n er. He’d be lax 
in his job if he d id n ’t d o every thin g possible to brin g a 
win n er here. 
Rressure is on Hie eoaehes. The pressure goes on d ow n 
to the high school hoy . He becomes con fused . Jen n in gs is 
right, y ou can ’t blam e the boy . 
The high school athlete isn 't the on ly on e who is con ­ 
fused .
